AFTERMATH OF FREEZING 

Tip News' is in receipt of the follow¬ 
ing communication from F. B. Seeley 
regarding some effects of freezing on 
fruit trees which are not ordinarily 
considered. Most fruit growers in the 
region are unaccustomed to dealing 
with frost problems while Mr. Seeleys 
experience in forestry work in New 
York has given him experience in the 
handling of trees under severe weather 
conditions. 

"To the Sierra Madre News: While 
the late frost destroyed much fruit j 
and more or less injured tlie wood, 
there Is a still graver danger and in- j 
jury to follow if proper precautions are 
not taken to prevent. In eases where 
the leaves have been so frozen that 
lhe\ will fall from the trees the branch¬ 
es will be exposed to the sun’s rays, re¬ 
sulting in sunburn and death. Then , 
more cutting back naturally follows I 
and more sunburn until all that re- ! 
mains is a misshapen and weak tree ] 
simply struggling for existence. 

"This condition may be remedied at \ 
small expenditure of time and money i 
As soon as the foliage so killed lias fal¬ 
len spray the trees, especially tile south 
side, with lime and water of such con¬ 
sistency as to make the tree white. ! 
Thus tile burning rays are r. fleeted ! 
without injury to the tree, while if j 
left dark the heat is absorbed and j 
death and decay follow. 

"There is no danger whatever to the i 
tree from such treatment. On the con¬ 
trary good results follow in many re- 1 
sports. The lime not only protects it 
from burning but it destroys the green 
fungus, stimulates and cleans the tree 
generally, and while this treatment will 
not destroy the mother scale already 
upon tile tree it will prevent in great 
measure her progeny from setting up 
housekeeping, it also makes for the de¬ 
struction of the young scale desposited 
from tlie claws of birds flying from tree 
to tree.

CALIFORNIA PETROLEUM IN 1912 

Production Six Million Barrels Greater 
Than in Preceding Year 

The production of petroleum In Cali¬ 
fornia in 1912 increased to 87 million 
barrels, from 81 million barrels in 1911, 
chiefly on account of large gushers de¬ 
veloped in the Midway field and the 
number of good wells opened in La Ha¬ 
bra Valley, according to David T. Day, 
of the United States Geological Survey. 
"I lie production of the Coast field de¬ 
clined markedly. A number of good 
producers in the Midway and other 
valley fields were ruined by an influx 
of water, which turned the oil to a val¬ 
ueless emulsion. Consumption increased 
so that the additions to stocks were 
not as great as was expected. The total 
! stock at the end of 1911 was 44,240,118 
barrels. This increased to 48,009,000 
barrels at tile end of 1912, a gain of less 
than 4,000,000 barrels, while production 
increased 6,000,000 barrels, showing 
that the consumption in 1912 was over 
2,000,000 barrels greater than the pro¬ 
duction of 1911. 

The features of particular interest 
during the year were the development 
of large wells at unusual depth in La 
Habra field, the continued development 
of large gushers in the valley fields, the 
decline in the old Santa Maria field, 
the extension of the Coalinga territory 
j by the development of good wells to 
| the south, the increased utilization of 
natural gas including the enterprise for 
piping natural gas from the valley 
i fields to Los Angeles, and the increased 
! amount of gasoline obtained by com- 
I pressing natural gas. Progress was 
I also made, especially in the Midway 
, field, in cracking crude oils to obtain 
| greater yields of gasoline. 

Among trade features of interest 
j hould be noticed the purchase of ten 
j million barrels of surplus crude from 
the Independent agency by the Union 
Oil Co., the withdrawal of the Standard 
Oil Co. from the purchase of oils heav¬ 
ier than IS degrees Baume, and the 
sale of the Union Oil Co. to the General 
Petroleum Co. 

SIERRA MADRE RANCH IMMUNE 

(From the Los Angeles Express) 
rfditor the Express—Dear Sir: While 
reports of the disastrous effects of the 
recent cold snap on the orange groves 
of Southern California have been al¬ 
most universal, it is a relief to learn of 
one orange and lemon grove that es¬ 
caped the general destruction. This 
grove is known as "The Churchill Can¬ 
yon ranch.” It is located in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre up among the foothills. The follow¬ 
ing is from the manager of the Sierra 
Madre Citrus association Addressed to 
the owner of the ranch: 

“We have received today your pick¬ 
ing of lemons and find them to be ab¬ 
solutely free front frost. I have inspect¬ 
ed vour grove and find that your fo¬ 
liage and blossoms are not injured in 
the least by the recent cold weather. 
Yours is the only orchard that I know 
of in Southern California that has ab¬ 
solutely no damaged fruit and blos¬ 
soms." 

It is encouraging to know there is a 
spot where even such extra cold weath¬ 
er cannot freeze. Smudge pots nor oth¬ 
er means for raising the temperature 
have never been used upon this ranch.

SCHOOL FARE 
MUDDLE NOW 
CLEARED UP 

High school pupils who have been 
compelled to pay the old rates for 
commutation books to Pasadena since 
tlie reduced rates went into effect the 
first of January will be able to get a 
rebate for the overcharge. No further 
difficulty is anticipated in getting the 
benefit of the reduction. These are 
the results of an interview of Presi¬ 
dent Tarr of the Board of Trade with 
Traffic Manager Pontius of the Pacific 
Electric Thursday. 

There has been much dissatisfaction 
as a result of the misunderstandings 
over the Pasadena school fare reduc¬ 
tions. When the concessions were 
granted it was with the understanding 
they would be put into effect the first 
of the year. When the pupils were 
unable to get the reduced rates they 
and their parents were naturally in¬ 
censed. The difficulty appears to have 
been due to misunderstanding on the 
part of the temporary agent w ho took 
the place of Agent Kelsey at the local 
station during December and January. 
Before he was finally set right in the 
matter a large number of pupils had 
been compelled to purchase their tick¬ 
ets at the old rate. Mr. Pontius said 
he would arrange to have a refund 
made to those upon application at the 
office where the tickets were sold. 

In order to get the benefit of the new 
reduced rate to Pasadena the follow¬ 
ing procedure is necessary: Pupils 
must present to the ticket agent cer¬ 
tificates from their parents stating 
them to be under 19 years of age. The 
46-ride book good for the month will 
lie sold them at $2.30. These tickets 
are good as far as the new Polytech¬ 
nic high school at the east city limits 
of Pasadena. Then certificates from 
the principal showing that they are at¬ 
tending school must be presented to 
the agent at the Pasadena office of 
the Pacific Electric which will enable 
them to purchase 40-ride books for 
one dollar, good on the Pasadena local 
lines. This makes the round trip fare 
to the present high school building 
fifteen cents. The 46-ride commuta¬ 
tion books may now be purchased ei¬ 
ther in Pasadena or Sierra Madre but 
the Pasadena local tickets must be 
purchased in Pasadena. The latter are 
not monthly books but are good any 
time during the school term.

THE BURRO IN AMERICA

Burros, having performed their part 
j in the affairs of Mexico as well as in 
j some of the southwestern states of the 
Union, are rapidly passing out of exist¬ 
ence in that section, like the typical 
cowboy and the blanket Indian At one 
time these faithful beasts were so nu¬ 
merous that they could have been pur¬ 
chased for considerably loss than the 
price of the bridle with which they 
were guided. 

The donkey made his advent into 
America long before the Pilgrims land¬ 
ed at Plymouth-Rock or the Cavaliers 
named the first town in Virginia after 
llioir favorite monarch. It was not by 
these rugged pioneers who built their 
homes along the rough Atlantic that 
he was brought, but by the adventur¬ 
ous Spaniards who visited the coast of 
Mexico early in the sixteenth century 
in search of fortune. 

During the early settlement of that 
country tbip faithful animal played a 
most important part and continued to
